PENNSYLVANL^O^RATOIRS DISSENT 


WASHINGTiON, D. C., July 18—President Harding, 


as the Government's next move in the present crisis, will 
call upon the Governors of all the States to take imme- 
diate steps to protect the mining of coal and movement 
of trains, it was learned officially here today. The White 
House announced the President would issue an appeal to 
the Governors before night. Backing up this appeal will 
be a warning that if the States cannot cope with the 
situation the Federal Government will be forced to mter- 
"-ne and me the United States army. 
This course cf 


action was decided upon by the President and his Cabinet 
at their meeting today.
